FHA Will Help Farmers 


With Recreation Project 


Farmers in Coffee 
County may be able to de- 
velop income~producing 
recreational projects with 
Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration supervised credit 
according to Bill Ray, local 
county supervisor for the 
federal agency, 

Mr, Ray said approxi- 
mately 1,100 farmers and 
rural groups have bor- 
rowed some $65 million 
to develop rural recreation 
projects during the past 
five years. 

“Nearly all the farm- 
ers who have developed 
recreation projects with 
Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration loans showed some 
profit in 1966,” he said, 

These farm recreation 
projects are a supplemen- 
tary enterprise to thefarm 
business yet they showed 
an average net profit of 
$1,387. Those who had been 
in business three years 
or more shawed an aver- 
age profit of $2,143.”’ 

“Farmers who have a 
natural recreation area on 
thier farms that they can 
develop and exploit should 
analyze their  situtation 
thoroughly. If the project 
is feasible financing may 
be arranged through my 
Office,’ Mr. Ray said, 

Among the more suc- 
cessful projects that have 
been financed with Farm- 
ers Home Administration 
loans according to Mr, Ray 
are golf course, marinas, 
hunting projects, camping 


and picnic areas, vacation! 
farms, swimming pools and | 


fishing facilites, Youth 
camps seem to be the more 
profitable. They showed an 
average profit of $2,670 
in 1966, 

Farmers Home Admin- 
istration uses its farm op- 
erating and farm owner- 
ship loan program to fin- 
ance recreation loans, 
Farmers can obtaina max- 
imum of $35,000 for oper- 
ating expenses, including 
the operating costs of 
farm-based recreation en- 
terprises and $60,000 for 
a real estate program, in- 
cluding development of land 
and buildings for recrea- 
tion purposes, 

These loans carry a 5 
percent interest rate on 
the unpaid principal. The 
repayment period of loans 
secured by real estate may 
not exceed 40 years, while 
that secured by chattels 
has a 7 year limitation, 
Such credit is only extend- 
ed to those who cannot ob- 
tain it through normal lend- 
ing channels at reasonable 
rates and terms, 

Developing a com- 
munity’s recreational po- 
tentail is big business in 


some areas the Coffee 
County supervisor ex- 
plained. Whole commun- 


ities benefit when new re- 
creation areas are created. 
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Businessmen benefit by the 
influx of tourists, The com- 
munity’s tax base is in- 
creased, providing 
money for schools, and ote 
herpublic services, 
Farmers Home Admin- 
istration also makes loans 
to community groups for 
financing recreation facil- 
itlies-such as golf courses, 
swimming pools, tennis 
courts, lakes and ponds,

POTATOES 

For the outdoor barbe- 
cue, try “‘hobo potatoes,” 

Place several well- 
scrubbed potatoes in a two 
pound coffee can. Punch 
one small hole in the lid 
lay the can on the grill 
and cook until the pota- 
toes are tender--usually 
about one hour and 20min- 
utes, Roll the can occa- 
sionally to insure uniform 
cooking, 

When the potatoes are 
done, slit them, push them 
up and add your favorite 


topping. 


CLEAN UP AND MULCH 

Now is a good time for 
you to get your shrubbery 
beds and gardens cleaned 
up and ready for the win- 
ter season, Many of our 
disease and insect ills can 
be controlled to a certain 
extent by cleaning up and 


‘burning dead leaves, twigs, 


and other refuse from the 
shrub borders and flower 
beds. By cleaning your gar= 
den up this month, you will 
destroy the ideal place for 
disease spores and insects 
to overwinter, 

If the mulch around your 
schrubs has been there for 
3 years or longer and has 
become compacted, you 
should remove the old 
mulch and replace it with 
new material, You should 
not keep adding mulch over 
a period of years without 
removing the old mulch, 
You tend to raise the soil 
level around the plants 
which causes the root 
system of the plant togrow 
nearer the top of the soll 
and makes the plant more 
susceptible to cold and 
drought damage. If the 
mulch around your plants 
has only been there for a 
couple of years, you may 
freshen the old mulch by 
working it lightly--then, 
add a layer of new mulch, 
Mulching holds moisture, 
protects the plant from 
cold, helps control weeds, 
and gives the shrub border 
a clean, neat appearance, 


LAUNDRY 

Stains and deep soil 
lines on the collar and 
cuffs of wash-and-wear and 
durable press garments 
are more readily removed 
if pretreated, 

Thoroughly rub the deep 
soil or stained areas with 
full strength heavy-duty 
liquid detergent or a paste 
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of detergent and water, 
Treat stains as soon as 
possible and allow time for 
the detergent to loosen the 
soil, 

Stubborn wax or oil- 
base stains may yield only 
if treated with a dry clean- 
ing solvent before treating 
with a concentrated deter- 
gent.
